Pope Asks Christian Spirit 


As Basis For Social Order; 
Hits Forced Co-Determination 


By REV. JOSEPH J. SULLIVAN 


Vatican City—(Radio, NC)—His Holiness Pope Pius 
XII has again called for a truly Christian spirit as the only 
efficac: as basis for a just and human social order. 

The Pontiff reemphasized the need of working for a 
“ceorporative, professional order of the entire economy,” and 
repeated his previous criticisms of forced codetermination as 


The facts show as completely 
exaggerated -the picture given in 
the United States that a persecu- 
tion is raging against Protestants 
here, with Protestant missionaries 
being stoned almost on sight. 

That this picture is exaggerated 
is further indicated by the testi- 
mony of a key Protestant mission- 
ary here. The testimony comes 
from Dr. Gerald Riddell, pastor 
of the Baptist Central Church in 
Bogota, which was stoned last De- 
cember by irresponsible youths. 
In a, question-and-answer inter- 
view in the Bogota Star, an Eng- 
lish-language paper, Dr. Riddell 
stated that the December incident 
was the first instance of violence 
he had experienced in his five 
years as a.missionary in Bogota 
and his prior service at Cartagena. 

In punishing the few acts of re- 
ligious intolerance which have oc- 
eurréd, authorities here point out, 
the government has taken action 
even against local mayors and 
police officials. But they state that 
some charges of persecution are 
difficult to investigate because 
they lack such éssential data as 
names, places and dates. 

The climate of violence which 
still obtains” to some extent if 
this country goes back to the abor- 
tive Bogota revolt of April 9, 
1948. This partially explains the 
excessive severity of some local 
authorities against Protestant 
groups which are at times allied 
with bands of “guerrillas” waging 
war against the government. 

It is also an established fact 
that in some areas Catholics have 
been angered by the aggressive 
propaganda of Protestant minis- 
ters and have reacted with acts 
of violence.

Needy Persons’ Store 


South Bend—More than $1,000 
in clothes and furniture have been 
given to needy persons in the South 
Bend area by the St. Vincent de- 
Paul Salvage store which will com- 
memorate its first anniversary 
here February 13. 


In this unprofitable but soul- 
saving business of helping the poor 
and destitute, the store was start- 
ed by Catholic men of six South 
Bent St. Vincent dePaul confer- 
ences. A committee consisting of a 
member from every Catholic parish 
in South Bend and Mishawaka now 
oversees the operations of the 
charitable enterprise. 


L. C. Tancey, who has guided the 
new venture’s establishments and 
growth during the last year, said: 
“We try to help anybody who we 
learn is in dire need. On the other 
hand, we accept contributions from 
anybody who has clothes or fur- 
niture that can be passed on to 
others.” 


Although the store is similar in 
name and function to 47 other such 
stores throughout the country, the 
South Bend unit is independent of 
the others, Tancey said. 


Recently Tancey and his assist- 
ants, Mrs. Leona Blanton and 
Emery Blanton, provided fuel and 
food for a family with nine children 
where the father was sick and un- 
able to work. In another case, new 
clothes and furniture were given a 
family whose home was destroyed 
by fire. 

Priests, Catholics and others 
who know of the store’s work tell 
Taricey of needy persons. Tancey 
investigates and does what he can. 
He works closely with police, and 
county welfare nurses, he says. 


Clothes and furniture also are 
sold in the store, “for those who 
are too proud to be helped,” Tancey 
says. Prices on women’s clothing 
runs about like this: pair of hose, 
five cents; dress, 30 cents; coat, 
$1; shoes, 50 cents a pair.

Continuing this point the Pope 
said he could not help noting “ten- 
dencies infiltrating such a move- 
ment which do not apply ... the 
uncontestable norms of natural 
law to the changed conditions of 
the time but simply exclude 
them.” 


For this reason, the Pope said, 
he had -on two previous occasions 
opposed such tendencies: on May 
7, 1949, in his address to the In- 
ternational Union of Catholic 
Employers, and on June 8, 1950, 
in speaking to the Social Studies 
Congress. | 


“We opposed those tendencies 
not indeed to favor the material 
interests of one group over an- 
other,” the Pontiff declared, “but 
to assure the sincerity and tran- 
quillity of conscience for all those 
concerned with these problems.” 


The Pope criticized “alterations 
by which the words of great wis- 
dom ... of Pope Pius XI were 
distorted.” These distortions, he 
added, gave the weight of the 
social doctrine of the Church to 
secondary observation regarding 
the eventual modifications of rela- 
tions between workers and em- 
ployers-and passed “more or less in 
silence over the principal part of 
the encyclical Quadragesimo Anno, 
which contains really a program 
which is the idea of the corpora- 
tive, professional order of the en- 
tire economy.”

In other answers given by Dr. 
Riddell to the Bogota Star, he 
stated that the pastor of the local 
Catholic church had “never” 
given him any trouble. An ad 
printed in the U.S. capital pic- 
tured the pastor as inciting a mob 
to violence against the Protestant 
chapel. 


The stoning of the chapel win- 
dows was actually done by some 
youths who ignored the admoni- 
tion of their pastor to refrain from 
violence. Dr. Riddell estimated 
the damage to the windows at 
about $250. co 

Dr. Riddell was also asked by 
the Bogota Star whether he or his 
family had received threats on 
their life. “Only one,” he said. It 
was an anonymous telephone 
threat received by the maid. 

The Bogota Star also _ inter- 
viewed the Rev. Florencio Alva- 
rez, S.J., local Catholic pastor. 

“Did you caution your parish- 
ioners against violence,” the Star 
asked. 

“Emphatically - yes! However, 
several of them, all adolescents, 
got out of hand and stoned the 
church.” 

“Once the violence began, did 
you do everything possible to end 
it immediately ?” 

“Vas.” 

Meanwhile Archbishop Crisanto 
Luque of Bogota has denied a ru- 
mor that he instigated the dem- 
onstration against the Protestant 


chapel. He stated that he gave 
his approval to the “reparation | 
service’ held because the Protes- | 
tant invitations to Catholic fami- | 
lies had offended , Catholics’ feel- | 
ings.

Just as newspapers today, carry- 
ing a story, whose setting was 
only yesterday, contradict one 
another in regard to details, while 
they agree on the fact of its sub- 
stance, so there are certain appar- 
ent contradictions In Holy Scrip- 
ture, but not about facts. Inspira- 
tion relates only to the fact of the 
narrative itself. 

Some years ago there was in- 
eorporated in New York an 
“American Anti-Bible Society,” 
whose one purpose was to discredit 
what has been regarded as Inspired 
Scripture for 4,000 years. The pur- 
nose of this Anti-Bible Society was 
expressed in these words: 

The object of the American 
Anti-Bible Society is to discredit 
the Bible. 

In pursuance of that object, 
it will publish and distribute 
anti-biblical literature; hold 
meetings and debates on the 
Bible; broadcast lectures telling 
the truth about the book; agitate 
for the repeal of laws enforcing 
its religious teachings; translate

A MONTH ago in this column we 


Porcelli, young American sculptress. 
became an artist in deed as well as in her heart. 


It was in late grammar school da 
the thing she wanted to know more about, and to grow toward. 
course, in this period there was no actual realization of a vocation— 


there was only a deep yearning. 
In 1935, having graduated from 
high school, she joined the Cath- 
olic orker movement. She be- 
lieved in the selfless work the 
group had set out to do, helping 
the poor and living with them. 

Julia. threw her heart into the 
hundred and one activities of the 
House of Hospitality, and had var- 
ious kinds of jobs. Toward the end 
of her stay she realized that this 
was not the work she was supposed 
te do. She had been spending more 
time at carving — many times 
from soap — and was a little surer 
every day in her feeling for the 
‘work. Then in the winter of 1941 
she helped carve a three-foot 
statue out of a very hard wood 
with double grain, which is called 
tree of life. This was her first ex- 
perience playing at being a sculp- 
tress, and yet she said she knew 
instinctively what to do. And she 
loved doing it. 

Meanwhile she was learning. 
Time and time again she visited 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
in New York and studied the re- 
ligious paintings and carvings. 
And at the Cloisters she drank in 
the beauty of the exhibitions. 

All this time she wanted to be 
useful, and she wanted to work 
directly in the field of art. But 
there seemed no way in which she 
could get into it. She knew that 
when God gives us a talent He ex- 
aly us to make our living at it, 
ut there was always the problem 
-~-how could she support 
while she was learning? 

That problem was temporarily 
solved the spring of 1942 when she 
became an apprentice to Ade Beth- 
une, a fine artist who was then 
doing stained-glass windows. Julia 
and two other apprentices lived 
together and worked in a big stud- 
io in Rhode Island, and this happy 
year brought her nearer her goal. 

Being an apprentice is a little 
like going to school. It was the 
kind of training used in Furope 
for printers, book-makers, binders, 
artists and others. Julia said this 

eriod really taught her the art of 
irvine because, besides drawing 
and earving, etc., she learned to 
cook, to keep house, to keep a bud- 
get as well. 


Art Is Another

In 1945 Julia came to New York. 
She knew that she must work en- 
tirely in the field of art, and she 
was willing to sacrifice everything 
in order to do it. She got a little 
apartment and studio where rent 
was low: there she worked and 
lived, doing part time jobs of man- 
ual labor until later a few’ small 
assignments began to come her 
way.
